THE SAILORS' STRIKE. 


Bonuses Paid to Men in Violation 


of Law. 


SAN FRANCISCO, March 29.—Matters 


were easy in the sailors' strike today, 
wo vessels going tu scu, one with a 
union crow and the other with men who 
accepted the wages paid by the associa- 
,ion. The Bchooner Falcon met tho de- 
mand of the union., and the bark Gath- 
erer went away with a crowd from the 
lailors' home. 


The schooner Webfoot, lying at Chan-

nion crew. Both the association and 


tho union aro settled in the conviction 
,lmt they will win tho fight. Andrew 
D'urusoth, secretary of tho union, said 
today that tlio association in its anxiety

"Wo have pretty good evidence," uuid 
the Beeretary1, "that $15 to $20 advance 
his to be paid to non-union men and 
this is clearly iu violation ol the law. 
The non-union men have also been re- 
ceiving from $5 to $7.50 bonus for ac- 
cepting a berth, which ia another in- 
fraction of tho law. Two years ago tho 
Gatherer shipped a crew here from tho 
Sound and paid the men an advance. 
When the vessel returned to Han Fran- 
cisco tho men woro taken into court and 
upon their evidence that they had re- 
ceived advances, tho owners were com- 
pelled to pay them tho advance over 
again as a penalty. The Wilna, Klwell 
and Cyrus Wakefleld, I am informed, 
paid advances to their men. Wo will 
investigate the matter when the vesaela 
return, and if the case ia aa reported, 
tho owners will Imvo to pay tho pen- 
alty."
